The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

Legidative Bill 1087 would modify the obligations of school districts with regard to the
education of children who arein residential facilities, but who are not state wards. Resident
school districts would be required to pay the facilities directly if there is an interim-program
school or an approved or accredited school at the institution. Interim-program schools, which are
currently regulated under the Department of Education Rule 18, would aso be defined in statute.
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
